Quality Of life

As the days clip by, and we spend time snuggled up to 
our special someone, our pet, or just alone wrapped 
up in a blanket, we may ponder the wonders and 
disasters of the passing days, weeks or even years. 
As each of us individually concludes what is best for 
ourselves, some may ask, “Have we missed the mark? 
Is this what life is about? Is it great, or should it be 
more?” 

All of us have a common thread - we are born, we 
live, and we die. What develops or occurs between 
the first and last, sometimes is within our control, 
sometimes it is not. The key question is, “Do we live 
life or do we simply ‘exist’ through life?” 

Regardless of one's personal philosophical views, 
through our belief system, or lack thereof, or any 
other characterized thought process, we all have 
the opportunity to live life with our own individual 
quality. It may differ from another, but the key is to 
find it and live it, and do so before it is too late! 

Many years ago I was in NYC, and had the privilege 
to be one of the original members of the Manhattan 
Aids Task Force, I volunteered in the AIDS ward 
of the local hospital. Back then, each day brought 
an empty bed with a new patient to fill it. It was 
important to know exactly what and how these 
individuals were feeling emotionally in order to help 
and be of any assistance.

(For the purpose of this article, this is excluding 
dealing with the social stamina associated with HIV 
/ AIDS back then - that's a completely different, 
horrific topic.) 

With my desire to be of some level of valuable help, 
I attended a seminar about the emotional upheavals

of people dying. I cannot say it was one of the most 
upbeat seminars I attended in my life, in fact far from 
it. However, it did help change my view on life itself. 
I thought perhaps it might be worthwhile to share. 

One key component to life is the knowledge and 
understanding of the alternative - which, of course, 
is death. I am not referring to the ‘after life’ (whether 
one believes in that or not), but the ramifications of 
one’s mental awareness of his/her life ending. With 
that said, take this exercise to heart. 

Let’s suppose for the moment you were given a ‘death 
sentence’ from your doctor and had only six months 
to live - (and prayerfully that is not the case for 
anyone reading this). The next step is to consider 
that if during those six months you will ever reach 
another birthday or celebrate another Christmas 
(or otherwise comparable religious holiday season). 
Will you have the ability to take that long awaited 
vacation trip that you have been saving up for and 
looking forward to - possibly for years? If you have 
a lover/partner, will you still be alive to see your 
next anniversary? Will you have enough time left 
to spend with family and friends that you have been 
promising yourself (perhaps them, too) to connect 
with, but just never seem to find the time to do so? 

If one seriously and honestly answers those questions, 
and takes time to ponder the scenario, the questions 
then become, “What will you do now? Where will 
your focus be on life? What will you do with your 
spare time? Would you alter anything in your life, 
as it currently exists?” Now the bombshell - What 
if your situation and physical condition 
were such that you couldn’t do anything 
because your time in that regard had 
already run out? So you could only spend 
the next six months agonizing over the 
important things you didn't do? 

Many think, “That will never happen to 
me, I will have time - LATER.” But in 
reality, will you? 

Roger, one of the patients at the hospital 
at which I volunteered, always thought 
he would. Unfortunately, he was wrong. 
There are many things I remember about 
him personally, but the look of gushing 
tears down his face is a permanently etched image 
in my mind. 

Roger’s story is one reflecting the reality that can 
occur. One could tell that, in his day, he was quite 
the ‘looker! as well as the type that would have been 
a wonderful friend. Though now, in his given state, 
he was just a man who was extremely distressed and 
overwhelmed. 






It took a couple of visits before Roger 
starting opening up. He had been 
married and had a daughter. When he 
got divorced, he made the decision to 
move from Ohio to NYC so he could 
pursue his long awaited closeted 
‘dream’ lifestyle. He was so happy 
and very content with that decision. 

His career and lifestyle surged at 
warp speed. Everything in his life 
was perfect, except that he missed his 
daughter terribly. 

With his 'on the go' job, social events 
and other lifestyle activities, Roger 
kept delaying that visit to go see 
her. He told himself that he would 
go eventually, but each time some 
other exciting, explosive adventure 
or advancement took place. After 
awhile his thoughts for a visit resurfaced, yet another 
upsurge in his life took place, again delaying the visit. 
The weeks, months and even a couple years, clicked 
by. 

Finally, Roger made definite, committed plans to go 
see his daughter. He purchased the airline ticket and 
booked hotel reservations. However, the day before 
his trip, Roger collapsed at work and was rushed to 
the hospital. For the next several years he was in 
and out of the hospital and never regained enough 
strength to even consider the trip. Years later he 
was faced with the reality that he would never see 
his daughter again, and the guilt from losing out on 
those years he could have been there. Not to mention 
that because of his lack of attention, his daughter no 
longer wanted anything to do with him. 

Rogers parting words to me one night as I was 
leaving for the evening, in his sobbing, barely 
functional voice, were “NEVER let this happen to 
you, time is short - you do not know how short - until 
it is too late"... as the tears cascaded down his face. 
I gave him a hug and told him I would see him in 
the morning. I left with that sobbing image of that 
unforgettable face. Roger never made it through the 
night. 

It really isn’t important if one is married, or has a 
daughter or not, the fact is any of us can lose sight of 
what’s really important in life, and not realize it until 
it is too late. True ‘quality of life’ is our choice in the 
decisions we make within our lives. 

Nancy, absolutely one of the dearest people I have 
ever known, and a lesbian friend from New Jersey, 
has her own story. She was and always has been one 
of those caring and giving type gals. She was one 
of those beautiful people inside and out. Nancy had 
a profound positive affect on the lives of those for 
whom she cared.

One evening, several weeks after Roger’s passing, I 
was out shooting pool with Nancy. Throughout the 
game, the etched memory of his face kept haunting 
me. For whatever reason, I felt compelled to share 
Roger’s story with Nancy. When I finished, her eyes 
welled up as she sighed and looked downward to the 
floor. 

I knew somehow the story struck a nerve. I asked 
her what was wrong. She then admitted her inner 
baggage. Her mom had ups and downs health wise, 
but nothing serious. Nancy had been delaying 
visiting her - time just kept slipping by with her busy 
life. The story of Roger got to her and she decided to 
visit her mother and do it the very next day. So, we 
said our good-byes and she left to hit the sack, to be 
up bright and early to make the trip. 

Unfortunately, that next morning 1 got a phone call 
from Nancy. She was hysterical, which was very 
unlike her. Her mom died of a heart attack during 
the night. Nancy was overwhelmed with guilt. 

I listened and tried to be supportive as possible, but 
there is nothing to say to comfort that internal guilt. 
The unfortunate thing is, she has that memory to 
carry around with her for the rest of her life. Even 
when our intentions are admirable, as with Nancy, in 
helping so many others, we can still get too busy and 
miss the mark. 

Probably the most compelling example of one's 
lost opportunity in fulfilling ‘quality of life', was 
with Gene. He was 42, homebound, and dying of 
AIDS. As with most people during that era, he had 
neither family nor friends who would be around him. 
During the first visit, Gene projected the image of 
an emotionally and physically broken down man. 
He was the most distraught individual I think I have 
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ever encountered in my life. His disclosure was way 
beyond just heart wrenching and sad. 

Gene was a successful go-getter, but even more so 
than most. He rarely took time for other things 
outside his perceived path for success. He loved 
doing social things, but rarely accepted invites. To 
him, the time would be better spent on business. 

Gene claimed he had no friends - not one. His one 
statement, to this day, I cannot get out of my mind, 
“I have totally wasted my life and destroyed someone 
else s too”. 

Gene, by all accounts, was an over achiever, even 
as a child. He refused to participate in any social or 
sports activities. He came from a poor household, 
and vowed to himself he would climb above that. 
His goal was to be successful so he ‘...could finally 
be happy’. 

At 42 Gene had never had a birthday party. As a 
child there was no money, and as an adult he was 
too busy. Even when co-workers attempted to throw 
him one, he always declined. He thought parties 
could come later. 

While many would be having the typical 
Thanksgiving or Christmas dinner, Gene was alone, 
spending that time developing his next business 
project. “There would be other holidays to celebrate 
once I made it". 

Gene never had a partner... he was gay, but never took 
enough time to pursue that life long commitment to 
a relationship. There would be time later for that. As 
it turned out, he really did have a friend, Jason that he 


grew up with. Somewhere along the line they fell in 
love. Gene was committed to Jason emotionally and 
physically, but his drive for success came between 
them. Jason wanted to be partners, but for ten 
years, Gene kept saying, "Not yet. Once I have the 
house and car paid, we will have time for us.” Jason, 
unlike most guys, kept hoping and praying that day 
would come. When Jason found out Gene was sick 
and dying of AIDS, he mailed Gene a farewell letter, 
left the post office, went back home and committed 
suicide. 1 don't think I will ever forget the contents 
of that letter. 


Gene wanted that financial security, and was hell 
bent on having it first. Ironically, the day Gene told 
me this, it was ‘that day’ the notice of foreclosure of 
his house and repossession of his car were delivered. 
Gene never bothered to get long-term disability 
insurance, so when he had to quit work, there was no 
income. Ironically he only owed less than $ 10,000 
with the house and car combined. 

His mission was success and security, then happiness 
with Jason. He ended up with none of those. Gene 
was too ill to attend Jason's funeral. He died before 
the Thanksgiving holiday, and never saw his 43rd 
birthday. 

As we all forge down that journey of life, let us all 
acknowledge and live that special quality of life 
within us. Let us share the wonder of life itself with 
the other brothers and sisters in our community in 
the most positive, upbeat and joyous way possible. 
May all of us find our individual quality of life and 
have it sustained and fulfilled!

“VOLUME, VOLUME, VOLUME!!”

Over the past two years - likely longer - this, uh, curve has popped in my head from talking, reading, or sometimes graphically 
in various media - newspapers, An Inconvenient Truth, and stuff like that:

The more it’s appeared the more astounded I’ve grown, and its relentlessness suggests to me an overarching trend, 

perpetuated in large part by our accordant reaction. 

Another year brings us “list season," so here’s a few examples where this curve shows up: 

• Number of real estate agents to help you find your tiny little slice of heaven (ironically, we’ve no more land than we’ve 
ever had, and in fact...see below) 

• Percentage of the planet’s landmass covered in concrete; amount of flora and fauna eliminated as a result 

• Number of tons of plastic products amassing in the five “dead zones" in the world’s oceans; amount of nuclear and 
other categories of waste amassing anywhere but our backyard 

• Number of available channels via satellite or cable; amount of programming catering to more stylized tastes and 
preferences (this could have been in the “waste" category, but that presumes too much) 

• Number of available types of shampoo and all other personal products (capitalism manipulates the mind to create 
the want ; the promise of definition through selection, variety, and style) 

• Average size of annual salaries, dividend income for the wealthy (as an offshoot, number of people not wealthy) 

• Amount of available information and data - more people observing and documenting, more analysis, more 
“things" happening; number of blogs, myspaces, websites 

• Number of “moments" captured by photographs and video; number of cameras and camera phones; number of times 
and places that you won’t see captured so you can know what you're missing. 

• (As one example) Number of pictures of Britney’s younger sister, number of celebrities, amount of time spent 
living vicariously through them 

• Number of songs, paintings, sculptures, performance art pieces; number of abstract expressions by all those folks 
thinking they’re well-positioned to create art 

• Average number of words in a typical song lyric (the music gets simpler, the “thing I gotta say" getting longer and longer) 

• Number of obsolete video and computer games 

• Number of drastically lonely people hoping to find love through some fantastic representation of themselves 
posted online 

u Now how much would you pay?" 

“But WAIT! There’s MORE!" 


The above examples stand only in representation. I continue my idealist’s certainty that each of you have a general 
sense of this growth and could call up your own versions of where it may apply. 

The human population has been steadily growing ever since we’ve established our domination of the planet. (Step 
1-grow thumbs, Step 2-stand up, Step 3-think to survive, Step 4-harness fire...and we’re off!). So from the onset, there is 
“the arithmetic of our plight" - the unavoidable plurality of everything and the inevitability of “increase.” The thing is, the 
rate of growth, for a very, very long time, remained relatively slow and steady - we’d not yet possessed the technology of 
transportation and communication to achieve any manner of acceleration. Additionally, the importance of self and the rights 
of the individual were held in comparatively low esteem compared to the importance of the community - however those in 
power might have defined it. 

Then came The Age of Reason, and invention, and technology, all of which began (for the most part) with the Industrial 
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“self” became more anamore 


Revolution. That rate of growth for all things, not just population 
and waste products, steepened its climb and turned.... From this to this. 

Humankind went from “more, more, more” to “More, MORE, MORE!!!" The “self” became more anymore selfish and self- 
important and self-assertive. Our reaction has not been on the public trust for the planet, but instead on “what I deserve 
because I’m alive on this planet." 

I’m certain (idealistically) that we all feel this, that we’re all aware and can feel the impending comeuppance from all this 
growth and disregard and waste and “taking" with no regard for consequences. And I can only agree, and I can only nod 
with you as the fear grows, the pain grows, and all our vaunted individuality ultimately amounts to nothing as our collective 
disregard ramps up (at the same rate) and bites us on our collective ass. Might sound nice, yes, but it’s just a tease until it 
bites our collective ass off. 

What can we do? 

Well, let’s first consider what we’ve already done. What has our collective reaction been? Why, we only assert our 
individuality all the more, taking what we want and creating our definition based on the shampoo we buy, the programs we 
watch, the pictures we take, the songs we write and listen to, the tattoos we draw, the shoes we wear, the celebrities we 
mock, and the time we devote to making sure we’re living the life we want to live. Take, take, take what we want, want, 
want. We needn’t worry about the impact for those who’ve yet to begin driving around on all the macadam we’ve laid down 
- that's their problem, isn’t it? 

Ignore it, deny it, bury your fear and your uncertainty and just take your little life and insist defiantly that what we all know 
coming down the road is for someone else to deal with because we’re all too damned focused on “what we need" to make 
the choice to do anything about it - disregarding the fact that we craft our reality so what we want folds into the definition of 
what we need. (The fact disregarded is first known, then chosen to be disregarded - I’ll not give us the benefit of naivete.) 

So I ask again - what can we do? I might suggest a simple step towards a grander solution, encompassed in a single 
word with infinite app lication: _ 


Useless. Insist less. Take less. 


Less. 
Buy less. 


Want less. And trust the rest of us. 


Trust the rest of us to acknowledge and celebrate your existence without having to go to all the fuss and bother of 
asserting your existence. You already are, and you’re already beautiful and you’re already loved. So just back it off a 
touch, ok? For all our sakes. I’m doing my part, and I appreciate your similar efforts.

My hat is off to my straight friend, Rodney, for coming up with a truly fabulous 
family food! 



Froot Looped Shrimp 


2 eggs 

1/2 cup of milk 
2 cups Froot Loops cereal 


1 lb (16-20) shrimp - peeled, de-veined and butterfiied (leave the tails on) 

1 cup all purpose flour 

Sift flour in a mixing bowl. Put aside. 

In a separate mixing bowl, beat the eggs tightly, fold in the milk, and set aside. 

In a third mixing bowl, coarsely chop the Froot Loops. 

Peel, de-vein and butterfly the shrimp. Leave the tails on and lightly rinse. Coat each piece 
of shrimp lightly in flour. Dip in egg wash, then evenly coat in cereal mix. Deep fry in 350° 
oil for 2-3 minutes, being careful not to overcook, which would make the cereal lose its color.

Dear WTA- What's the deal about King & King ? 

— Signed, Library User. 


Dear L. U.: Here's the latest: In late November the 
mainstream press reported that Lower Macungie 
Library (in the Lehigh Valley) had refused to remove 
the children's book King & King , by Linda de Haan 
and Stern Nijlandike. from its shelves. 

According to the Morning Call, parents Eileen and 
Jeff Issa asked the Lower Macungie (PA) Library tb 
take King & King out oLthe children's comer, but the 
library denied the request, despite a petition signed 
by about 40 residents who agreed with the Issas. The 
Issas asked the Lower Macungie Board of Supervisors 
to force the library to remove the book, but the board 
declined to micro manage the library by a 2 to 1 vote. 

The Morning Call article indicated Eileen Issa 
borrowed the 30-page book, along with nine others, for 
her two-year-old son, without reading it. When she did 
read it to her son, she was shocked that it was a story 
about two princes falling in love and getting married. 

PA Diversity Network (PDN), of which I am a part, 
responded to this situation by thanking the Lower 
Macungie Library with a $50 donation. We also 
donated copies of King & King to the main libraries of 
Allentown, Bethlehem, Easton and Reading. We took 
the Lehigh Valley copies directly to the libraries and 
presented them to the library directors. All the directors 
took the books graciously. We mailed the Reading 
one. The Morning Call learned of PDN’s action and 
reported that the efforts to ban the book had actually 
caused it to be more available in more libraries.*-. 

Several people contacted us at PDN because they 
wanted to donate a copy of King & King to their local 
library. PDN has arranged a way for community 
members to donate copies to their libraries by making 
a donation of $23 to PDN. With that donation we’ll 
buy the book, and arrange for the donation to the 
library the donor chooses. We'll also affix a bookplate 
that has website and contact information for families in 
need of GLBT support. The bookplate can also include 
the name of the donor who made the donation possible, 
if the donor wishes. You can read more about how to 
do this at the PDN web site at www.padiversity.org 
- library project - King & King . There you can see a 
current list of libraries that have the book. 


King & King , like many fairy tales of yore, deals with 
the current ruling monarch trying to marry off the next 
generation in order to pass down the throne. In King 
& King .” the Queen wants her son, the Prince, to get 
married, whether he wants to or not. “Why, by the time 
I was your age. I’d been married twice already,” she 
exclaims at him in exasperation. 

She invites a series of princesses with a variety of 
diverse talents (opera singing, juggling etc.) to meet 
her son and commands him to pick one. Instead, he 
chooses the brother of one of the princesses and it's 
love at first sight. They marry and “everyone lives 
happily ever after.” The post-wedding kiss, is covered 
by a red heart. 

The book is 32 pages long, with very few words per 
page. It's illustrated ill a cut-out collage style with 
bright colors and funny line drawings. According to 

editorial notes, its written at a 4 to 8-year-old reading 
level. 

This story presents a same-sex attraction and union in 
a sweet and child-like way. Its story line is direct and 
playful. The outcome is presented in a matter-of-fact 
way. 

Featuring a same-sex relationship is one reason that 
anti-GLBT people find this book threatening, but it's 
more complicated than that. In this plot, the mother 
wants the son to conform to social norms and tradition. 
The son rebels and chooses love over the pressure of 
his family. Fairly quickly, the mother (and the rest of 
the Kingdom) comes around, and they live happily 
ever after. The fact that the relationship is accepted and 
people are happy about it is the real threat that far right, 
narrow-minded people find in this book. 

This is tiie perfect book for supportive, tolerant families 
to use to be sure their young children know from the 
start that they will be accepted if they are GLBT. All 
a parent has to do is read the book to their kid and 
then say at the end, “You know, if I were the Queen 
in this story. I'd be happy with any person you wanted 
to many , as long as she or he was nice and you loved 
each other. 

We all know stories about people who wait years to 
tell their families they are GLBT. only to find out in 
the end that their family already knew and was just 
waiting for the “confession” to offer their support. 
Why didn't the family just tell the kid they would 
support them, right from the beginning? It’s usually 
because they didn't know how. This is the perfect story 
to open a family discussion that ends with both — “In 
our family we respect all different kinds of families,” 
and “I want you to know I’ll always love and support 
you, no matter what.” That's why King & King should 
be in every library.

Electing a God?

After all, if the Biblical character Job 
could survive God’s trials, so can you! Needless 
to say, I am eagerly looking forward to the 
opportunity to replace this god. 

The biggest question is, “What kind of god 
will the presidential candidates seek to bring 
to power?” If Hillary Clinton wins the White 
House, will she declare god to be a feminine 
deity? Will she want us to change all references 
in our religious publications from “He” to “She”? 
If Mitt Romney is elected, will we need to be nice 
to all those Mormon missionaries that knock on 
our door? Perhaps we should all watch the movie 
“Latter Days." That way we can be prepared for 
the competition to see who can gather more 
converts. Will those good looking Mormon 
men convert us to Mormonism, or will us gay 
guys be able to convert them to our team? 

Ok, I’m being a bit ridiculous with my 
analogies, but as a nation that wrote a guarantee 
of religious freedom and the separation of church 
and state into its constitution, it is interesting 
how much of a role religion plays in our politics, 
especially in recent years. It looks like the election 
of 2008 will not be any different than the last 
two presidential elections. People are already 
having a fit about Mitt Romney’s Mormon faith. 
However, they seem less concerned about Mike 
Huckabee’s Baptist faith. I’m waiting for one 
of the American Bishops to refuse to serve the 
Eucharist to one of the presidential candidates 
because of their pro-choice stance or some other 
position that is contrary to the teachings of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


With all the talk of religion and politics, I have 
to wonder if I am the only one who remembers 
the lessons of history. If I am recalling my history 
correctly, I believe medieval Europe already 
tried to blend religion and politics together, as 
Bishops stood beside Kings to dictate what the 
Monarch should implement as policies within the 
Kingdom. The outcome was that the Christian 
Church became so corrupt it led to the Protestant 
Reformation, when Martin Luther nailed his 99 
Thesis, or protests, to the church door. 

During this presidential electoral cycle, I 
think we need to ask ourselves if we are electing 
a president, or their god. As far as I know, the 
constitution does not specify that the president 
must be of a certain faith. Why are some people 
so concerned that a Mitt Romney presidency 
would force Mormonism on the nation? John 
F. Kennedy was a devout Catholic, but he did 
not force Catholicism on the nation. Why does 
Mike Huckabee seem to get a free pass on religion 
because he is a Baptist minister? Given the recent 
advances and aspirations of the religious right 
to elect candidates of their choosing, shouldn't 
we be more worried that a right wing Christian 
candidate will try to force their brand of religion 
on the people of the nation. Look at George 
Bush's actions. Didn’t he try to write conservative 
Christian beliefs into the constitution by trying to 
tell us who can and cannot get married? 

As a religious person, I have to wonder if it is 
good for our spiritual lives to have a referendum 
on God every four years. It seems to me that our 
spiritual lives are far too important to be looking 
for a new god every four years, or, if we like the 
“god image” that is coming from the White House, 
to vote to retain “Him”. Do we really need to have 
our vision of God validated by the American 
president in order to maintain our faith? Do we 
honestly think that God has nothing better to 
do than to occupy the White House? Personally 
I’d like to think that God is busy attending to 
victims of natural disasters, genocide, famine, 
war, terminal illness, etc. In fact, on my list of 
all the people and places I think God should be 
giving attention, showing up for the presidential 
election is at the very bottom, if on the list at all. 
Perhaps spirituality functions best when religious 
organizations stay out of politics and focus on 
spiritual matters. Perhaps government functions 
best when it works to treat all citizens equally 
and works for the common good.
